BRITISH QUEEN ASKS 
PARLIAMENT TO SET 
ROYAL FAMILY’S PAY 


LONDON, May 19 (AP)—Queen 
Elizabeth II asked Parliament to- 
day to start figuring out what 
wages it is going to pay her as 
ruler of the British realm. 

She hinted that she thinks her 
husband, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
ought to get a pay rise from his 
present £10,000 ($28,000) a year. 
She also asked some financial pro- 
vision for her younger sister, 
Princess Margaret, “in the event 
of her marrying.” ; 

The late King George got 
£410,000 ($1,148,000) a year for 
himself and another £167,000 
($367,000) for his family and rela- 
tives. 

The royal payroll, known offi- 
cially as the Civil List, is voted by 
Parliament at the beginning of 
each reign. 

The Queen said she will need 
no money for Prince Charles, the 
heir apparent, because he already 
receives the income from the rich 
Duchy of Cornwall. This was es- 
timated at £104,000 ($291,000) a 
year when the last Civil List was 
adopted in 1937. 

Looking far ahead, she request- 
ed some provision for “any future 
wife” of the little Prince, who will 
be 4 years old in November.

Police today were ordered to 
arrest persons who litter side- 
walks or streets with rubbish. 

The order was issued by Police 
Chief Jeremiah O’Conneil follow- 
ing receipt of a letter from Frank 
Kriz, director of the Department 
of Streets and Sewers, who com- 
plained that there has been “a 
considerable increase” in the 
illegal accumulation of trash in 
downtown St. Louis and many 
ather sections of the city in 
recent months. 

At all roll calls police were 
being instructed to be on the 
watch for violations of the anti- 
littering ordinances and to arrest 
offenders. 

In his complaint, made last 
Saturday, Kriz declared: “In the 
downtown business district and 
the outlying shopping areas, the 
practicing of sweeping store re- 
fuse and commercial waste into 
the gutters or into the alleys con- 
tinues unabated.” 

Overloading of Trucks. 

He added that there appears to 
be an increase in overloading of 
trucks and resultant spilling of 
cinders, coal, dirt and other -na- 
terials in the streets. 

The city code requires owners 
or tenants of buildings to keep 
adjacent sidewalks, gutters and 
public alleys clear of rubbish, It 
makes it illegal to throw trash 
into tne street or to sweep refuse 
from any business establishment 
to the sidewalk or street. Also 
prohibited is the spilling of coal, 
dirt or other material from trucks. 

Kriz declafed that if these laws 
were enforced — particularly the 
one requiring that sidewalks and 
gutters adjacent to premises be 
kept clean—the city street-clean- 
ing section could get by on its 
present budget and still do a thor- 
ough job with its limited man- 
power and equipment, 

Punishable by Fines. 


Violations of the anti-littering 
laws are misdemeanors punish- 
able by a maximum fine of $500. 
Each day of violation constitutes 
a separate offense. In recent 
years prosecutions in police court 
have numbered no more than 
eight to 12 a year, with most of 
the offenders being let off with 
a fihe of $5 or $10 and assessed 
costs of $3. 

Kriz said he would ask the 
Board of Aldermen to enact ordi- 
nances requiring that such truck 
cargoes as coal and cinders be 
covered, and that commercial es- 
tablishments use closed contain- 
ers for rubbish set out for collec- 
tion by private haulers, 

He added that he is considering 
a request for a bar on automobile 
parking in congested areas during 
night hours when street-cleaning 
operations are conducted.

‘Inescapable’ Conclusions. 

Ferguson and Watkins summed 
up their report by saying “the 
following conclusions seem in- 
escapable”:

“4. Cases involving Admin- 
istration officials and support- 
ers suspected of graft, corrup- 
tion, and bribery would be less 
than vigorously prosecuted un- 
der his administration. 

“5. The entire anti-vice and 
corruption program currently 
being forced on the Adminis- 
tration would be jeopardized 
with the nominee as Attorney 
General. 

“6. The confirmation of Judge 
McGranery would not restore 
the confidence on the part of 
the American people in the 
administration of justice, but 
will, on the other hand, lend 
impetus to the charge of ‘white- 
wash’.” 

Chairman McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee previously had said that he 
hoped to get Senate action on 
McGranery’s nomination early 
this week. 

In his testimony before the 
Judiciary Committee, McGranery 
pledged “to expose and prosecute 
corruption wherever I find it.”

Agreement to Go Long

Strike, Unionists Say: 


—6000 Other Workers

DENVER, May 19 (AP)—A wage 
agreement involving 10,000 strik- 
ing refinery workers of the Sin- 
clair Oil Corp. was announced to- 
day at headquarters of the CIO 
Oil Workers’ International Union. 

The union said the agreement 
now is being signed in New York 
and the men presumably will re- 
turn to work within a few hours. 
The vote by more than 30 Sinclair 
locals showed 58 per cent favor- 
ing the agreement. 

It covers workers in six re- 
fineries with a daily output of 
315,000 barrels as well as the 
company’s crude oil production 
and pipelines. 

Union officials said the Sinclair 
agreement, the only one negoti- 
ated on a nation-wide basis, would 
go a long way toward bringing a 
speedy end of the 20-day strike. 

6000 Workers Return. 

Earlier, they estimated about 
6000 of the almost 90,000 union 
workers who walked out April 30 
were returning to their jobs by 
today. 4 

The Sinclair vote was on a 15- 
cent hourly wage boost and in- 
creased night shift differentials. 
The Wage Stabilization Board 
suggested the 15-cent hourly fig- 
ure, effective May 1, plus extra 
pay of 6 cents for the early night 
shift and 12 cents for the late 
night trick, as a basis for settle- 
ment. Old wages averaged $2 to 
$2.10 an hour with 4 and 6 cents 
for night differentials. 

Meantime, attention turned to 
California which supplies the 
major part of petroleum products 
used in the Korean war. The 
state had been exempted from the 
strike to insure supplies for 
Korea. 

An estimated 3000 CIO workers 
at Shell Oil Co. plants in Califor- 
nia were to vote today on a pack- 
age 15-cent hourly pay boost plus 
increased shift differentials, 
which, union officials claim, 
would amount to 21 cents an 
hour. Another 3000 CIO workers 
are involved in negotiations which 
open in San Francisco today with 
Tidewater Associated Oil Co. 

Disputes Settled. 

Settlements reached over the 
week end included an agreement 
at Port Arthur, Tex., between At- 
lantic Refining and 350 strikers; 
at Texas Co. refineries at Lock- 
port and Lawrenceville, Ill.; Pure 
Oil Co.’s Toledo, O., and Charles- 
ton and Dawes (W.Va.) plants; 
Standard’s Wood River (Ill.) re- 
finery; and the Augusta (Kan.) 
refinery of Socony-Vacuum. 

Union officials report the big- 
gest stumbling blocks in reaching 
agreements involve the issue of 
retroactive pay and union de- 
mands that wage negotiations may 
be reopened every six months. 
Most companies want to make 
this one year. 

The Government has announced 
that restrictions on use of avia- 
tion gasoline will continue for 
some time, possibly until early 
June, even if the strike is settled 
immediately. 

Two foreign airlines today an- 
nounced. cancellation of five 
round-trip flights to Europe from 
Idlewild Airport in New York. 
The cuts today by Air France and 
KLM, the Royal Dutch Airlines, 
brought total overseas flight can- 
cellations at Idlewild to 36. 

In addition, American Airlines 
said 42 daily domestic flights will 
be canceled, starting Thursday. It 
added that unless additional fuel 
supplies become available soon a 
“great many” more flights will 
have to be eliminated by the end 
of the week. 


Standard Oil Workers Returning 
to Wood River plant.

TOKYO, May 19 (AP)—Maj. 
Gen. William K. Harrison was 
named today to succeed V. Adm. 
C. Turner Joy on Friday as chief 


of the United Nations Command 
Korean armistice delegation. 

Harrison, 56 years old, a lay 
evangelist, has been a member of 
the Allied truce team since Jan- 
uary. 

Appointment of a two-star gen- 
eral, announced by Gen. Mark W. 
Clark, came as a surprise. It had 
been expected that an officer of 
Joy’s three-star rank would be 
named to deal with the Commu- 
nists at Panmunjom. 

Joy’s Own Choice. 

Joy, himself, picked Harrison 
to be his successor and Clark ap- 
proved, said Joy’s aide, Lt. 
Comdr. Walter J. Ellis. 

Harrison’s appointment as chief 
delegate may be a snub to the 
Communists. 

Their senior delegate,. North 
Korean Gen. Nam II, was listed 
with three-star rank of lieutenant 
general when the talks began. In 
recent months he has been re- 
ported as a full general. 

On the other hand, Harrison’s 
appointment could mean he is in 
line for promotion to lieutenant 
general. 

There was no official word from 
Clark’s headquarters on either of 
these conjectures. 

Adm. Joy, 57, a native of St. 
Louis, has guided the U.N. truce 
team since the armistice talks be- 
gan July 10. He is the only re- 
maining member of the original 
delegation. 

He will depart June 9 for his 
new assignment as superintendent 
of the United States Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis. 

No successor as a delegation 
member was announced. 


Harrison Retains Position. 

Harrison has retained his posi- 
tion as deputy commanding gen- 
eral of the Eighth Army in Korea. 
A deeply religious man, he 
preached the sermon at U.N. ad- 
vance truce headquarters at Mun- 
san on Easter Sunday, then went 
to Panmunjom to meet the Com- 
munists in a regular session. 

Joy leaves his job as chief 
delegate feeling his work is done 
and “the rest is up to the Com- 
munists,” his aide said. 

Joy was quoted by Ellis as say- 
ing, “it appears the Communists 
are more interested in talking 
than signing.” 

V. Adm. Joseph J. Clark will 
assume command of the United 
States Seventh Fleet tomorrow. 
He relieves V. Adm. Robert P. 
Briscoe, who will take over from 
Adm. Joy as commander of 
naval forces in the Far East. 


Reds Lie in Denying They Agreed 
to Screening, Joy Says. 

MUNSAN, Korea, May 19 (AP)

lie a Communist denial that the 
Reds had agreed to Allied screen- 
ing of Communist prisoners. 

At today’s Panmunjom confer- 
ence, Adm. Joy told the Reds: 

“Had the results been to your 
liking you would have enthusias- 
tically welcomed the product of 
the screening.” 

North Korean Gen. Nam II re- 
plied: 

“It is inconceivable and nobody 
would believe that our side who 
is firmly opposed to the retention 
of our captured personnel by your 
side under whatever name could 
have agreed directly or indirectly 
to your screening.” 

A recent Allied questioning of 
Red prisoners of war showed that 
nearly 100,000 North Koreans 
and Chinese prisoners said they 
prefer death to returning to Com- 
munism.

HOUSE DEFEATS 
SOCIAL SECURITY 
AD BOOST BILL 


$300,000,000-a-Year Mea- 
sure May Be Taken Up 
Again Under Different 
Rules. 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP)— 
Legislation to boost social securi- 
ty benefits at a cost of $300,000,- 
000 a year was rejected today by 
the House. 

The vote was 149 for the mea- 
sure and 140 against it. How- 
ever, the bill was brought up un- 
der a parliamentary situation 
which barred amendments and re- 
quired a two-thirds majority for 
passage. 

It is still possible for the House 
to consider the bill under differ- 
ent procedure. Representative 
Doughton (Dem.), North Carolina, 
the sponsor, would have to get a 
clearance from the Rules Com- 
mittee which would opén the way 
for amendments and passage by a 
straight majority. 

Administration leaders, how- 
ever, were divided on the chance 
for such a move. | 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion had attacked a section of the 
bill as “socialized medicine.” 

The provision relates to the in- 
surance rights of persons who be- 
come permanently and totally dis- 
abled while ‘covered by old-age 
and survivors insurance. The 
A.M.A. objected that the language 
of the section would give Federal 
Security Administrator Oscar Ew- 
ing “absolute control over certain 
medical activities.”

LONDON, May 19 (AP)—Britain 
told Red China today remaining 
British business men in China 
have decided to close down or 
dispose of their $840,000,000 in- 
vestment and quit the country. 

‘In a note delivered in Peiping, 
Britain also asked the Chinese 
‘Communist government to grant 
, exit visas for an estimated 120 
Britons, who would leave~ the 
country as soon as their busi- 
nesses are wound up. 


The note said the decision to 
give up any further attempt to 
continue in business in China was 
made by the business firms con- 
cerned. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said Britain’s recognition of the 
Peiping government would con- 
tinue. Britain, largely at the 
prodding of British business in- 
terests in China, recognized the 
Communist government in Janu- 
ary 1950. British business has 
been in dominant position in 
China for more than two cen- 
turies. 

Tenuous Relations. 

Full diplomatic relations never 
have been established. Britain 
has a charge d'affaires, L. H. 
Lamb, in Peiping. He has only 
limited access to Peiping Foreign 
Office officials, however. Com- 
munist China has not made any 
move to open a diplomatic mis- 
| sioén in London. 

; “Our contacts with China, such 
as they are, will be maintained,” 
a Foreign Office spokesman said. 

Selwyn Lloyd, minister of state 
for foreign affairs, is expected to 
make a statement in the House of 
Commons tomorrow on the with- 
drawal of British business men. 

Newspaper reports said British 
owners would try to sell their 
property to Chinese government 
agencies, but there was little op- 
timism. 

Have Lost Patience. 

G. E. Mitchell, secretary of the 
China Association which repre- 
sents the collective interests of 
British business in Red China, 
said the patience of firms trying 
to trade with the Chinese had 
been exhausted. 

At one time, the British busi- 
ness colony totaled some 10,000. 

The Communists ordered the 
seizure of all American proper- 
ties on the Chinese mainland at 
the end of 1950. No compensa- 
tion was paid. 

The Reds have seized outright 
only one British holding, how- 
ever, the Asiatic Petroleum Co., 
in April 1951. This was in retalia- 
tion for British seizure in Hong 
Kong of a tanker formerly owned 
by the Chinese Nationalist gov- 
ernment and claimed by the Reds. 

The properties the British are 
planning to give wp are located 
chiefly in Shanghai, Tientsin, 
Hankow, Canton and a sprinkling 
of smaller cities. Belonging. to 
firms covering almost the entire 
field of commerce, they include 
factories, shipyards, warehouses, 
hotels and office buildings. 

The firms include some of the 
greatest names in the history of 
trade in the Far East—among 
them the British-American To- 
bacco Co., the Shell Oil Co., But- 
terfield & Swire, Jardine, Mathe- 
son & Co. 

Ransom Demands. 

Getting the remaining Britons 
out may present keen diplomatic 
problems. Some Western busi- 
ness men have been held in the 
past by the Chinese Red authori- 
ties until their employes were 
paid vast “settlement” sums set 
by the Chinese. 

Mitchell said the British firms 
did not plan any precipitous with- 
drawal from China, but would 
seek to work things out to their 
best advantage. He said the 
British-American Tobacco Co. al- 
ready had announced negotiations 
‘ wére under way for a Chinese- 
sponsored firm to take over its 
assets in China. 

Will Stay In Hong Kong. 

British control of the island of 
Hong Kong will not be affected 
by the withdrawal from the main- 
_Aand, the papers said. 

The withdrawal decision follows 
a Red campaign against British 
business men since the Commu- 
nists took over. The fcreign firms 
have been plagued by special 
taxes, fines and government-or- 
dered exorbitant wage scales for 
the Chinese employes. — 

Along with this, British traders 
have been hard hit by Western 
bars on the shipment to the Reds 
of strategic materials since the 
Korean war and by growing Com- 
munist refusal to buy from the 
West the textiles and other goods 
China’s opponents in Korea are 
willing to sell it. 

As a result, warehouses in 
Hong Kong, a major trans-ship- 
ment point in the China trade, 
were reported earlier this month 
jammed with $500,000,000 worth 
of merchandise for which there 
were no Chinese buyers.

Ultimatum Expected to Be Given to Rebel- 
lious P.O.W.s to Haul Down Illegal 


Flags on Compounds.

KOJE ISLAND, Korea, May 19 
(UP)—American paratroops chant- 
ing “Airborne” doubletimed past 


the compounds holding rebellious 
Communist prisoners of war to- 
day. 
It was a major show of force 
and an unmistakable announce- 
ment to the prisoners that their 
new guards are from the 187th 
Airborne Regimental Combat 
team, veterans of two battle jumps 
in North Korea. 
The island bristled with mili- 
tary activity. There was no an- 
nouncement but observers here 
believed an ultimatum might be, 
given the prisoners shortly to haul 
down the illegal flags, banners 
and statues that dot their com- 
pounds. 

For Full Compliance. 
Brig. Gen. Haydon L. Boatner, 
new commander of the camps 
where Brig. Gen. Francis T. Dodd 
was seized and held hostage, said 
he intends to get full compliance 
with the rules of the Geneva con- 
vention as soon as he is sure the 
prisoners understand them. 
Boatner sald he expects at 
least minor disorders but that he 
is confident they can be handled 
without bloodshed. 
He conferred briefly today 
with two International Red Cross 
representatives while flame- 
throwing tanks rumbled up near- 
by slopes. The tanks took posi- 
tions on ridges overlooking the 
two valleys where the prison 
compounds are located. 
Soldiers strung a third barbed 
wire fence around each com- 
pound. In one valley, brawny 
paratroopers went through daily 
drill. Prisoners clustering at the 
fences glared icily as the toopers 
ran past, shouting “Airborne” in 
cadence with their steps. 


‘Routine’ Visit. 


Officers said the Red Cross 
visit was “routine.” One of the 
Red Cross officers was Dr. Otto 
Lehner, who was snubbed at the 
Panmunjom truce talks. Commu- 
nists refused to let him visit pri- 
son camps in North Korea. 

Boatner said he was joined to- 
day by “‘an old friend” from his 
service in Burma. . He refused 
to identify him but said he would 


Chinese.” 

(The Associated Press said Boat- 
ner’s new adviser was a former 
Chinese Nationalist general who 
is a civilian employe of the Unit- 
ed States Army. Members of his 
family are still in Red China, the 
A.P. said. ~Boatner himself is a 
Chinese expert.) 

Approximately 5000 Chinese 
prisoners are held on. Koje and 
-have indicated a desire to return 
to their homeland in case of a 
Korean truce. Some 15,000 other 
Chinese prisoners have said they 
do not. wish to return to Red 
China. 

Boatner also conferred today 
with representatives of local vil- 
lages. As part of his campaign to 
prevent illegal contacts between 
prisoners on work details and ci- 
vilians, the general has requested 
all unauthorized persons, includ- 
ing many prostitutes, be moved 
from the camp area. 

Civilians Suspected. 

Camp officials long have sus- 
pected that civilians sympathetic 
with the Communists have been 
acting as communications channels 
between prisoner compounds as 
well as between the P.O.W.s and 
the Red rulers of North Korea. 

Boatner said he was swamped 
by letters from the Communist 
prisoners. He. did not disclose 
the contents but indicated that 
most reflected the usual Com- 
munist propaganda line. He said 
he had worked out a form letter 
to answer the prisoner appeals 
and messages until he could give 
them more attention. 

Boatner said, “with 70,000 hys- 
terical, neurotic prisoners it’s al- 
most certain there will be minor 
incidents. But I positively be- 
lieve, hope and pray I will be able 
to re-establish control without 
any bloodshed.” 

He said the United Nations 
Civil Assistance Commission of 
Korea is taking a census of per- 
sons living on the island and that 
those who do not belong, or who 
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arrived after a certain date, will 
be removed to strengthen se- 
curity. 

Boatner has had only one con- 
ference with the prisoners since 
his arrival. On his second day, 
he went to a Chinese compound 
where a guard reported an “emer- 
gency.” He said the situation was 
not an “emergency” and was 
straightened out when the pris- 
oner “did exactly what I asked 
him to” within 35 minutes. 

The conference was held at the 
compound gate under circum- 
stances similar to those in which 
Dodd was captured. 

oy think that in emergencies,” 
he said, “it is my duty to go to 
the scene.. When there is no 
emergency the prisoners wih 
have to come to me.” 

Boatner said he had “issued 
orders” against any U.N. per- 
sonnel entering the compounds 
and said he would be satisfied 
if prisoner compound leaders can 
run the camps themselves in an 
orderly manner, 

“Why should I command them 
as long as they command them- 
selves properly?” he asked. 
| Communist flags were not fly- 
ing over the camp at mid-day to- 
day for the first time in a week. 
One United States officer at- 
tributed that to the weather. 

“The flags are colored with 
mercurochrome and catsup,” he 
said, “and they wouldn't last long 
in this rain.” 

As the weather cleared and 
lookouts inside the compounds 
spotted Allied newspaper men 
passing, the flags were raised on 
poles in most enclosures.

OPS ALLOWS RISE 
UP TO 20 CENTS A 
TON IN RETAIL COAL 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (UP)— 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
yesterday authorized retail coal 
price increases ranging up to 20 
cents a ton. The increases are 
the exact dollars - and - cents 
amounts of freight rate increases 
for coal authorized recently by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Price officials said the increases 
will vary in sections of the na- 
tion and, in some cases, prices 
may not go up because coal now 
is selling below current ceilings 
in many areas. 


Officials said the action was 
necessary because the earnings of 
coal retailers are below the Gov- 
ernment’s earning standard. This 
standard provides for price in- 
creases vhen earnings of an en- 
tire industry fall below 85 per 
cent of the average in the best 
three years of the 1946-49 period. 

The OPS has authorized coal 
retailers to pass on to consumers 
all freight rate increases ap- 
proved since the price freeze of 
January 1951. 


AIR FORCE CHECKS RESERVISTS 
ON WILLINGNESS TO FLY 


PARKS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif., May 19 (UP)—All Air Force 
reservists currently being recalled 
to active duty are being screened 
for willingness to fly to avoid 
“misunderstandings,” Lt, Gen.

The petition, prepared by Coun- 
ty Counselor John J. McAtee, as- 
serted that the 17-cent fare grant- 
ed the company last February 
provides sufficient revenue for 
operating expenses and profit. 
The company’s financial position 
has been improved in recent years 
through a .charge-off of reserves 
previously set up for discontinu- 
ance of certain bus and streetcar 
lines, the petition observed. 

The “continuous and mounting 
increase in fares,” is the chief 
present cause of the decline in 
passengers, the petition said. The 
fare increase has been so great, 
in comparison with the wage earn- 
er’s rise in income that bus and 
streetcar passengers are joining 
car pools, it is declared. The. full 
impact of higher fares will be felt 
ultimately by the small wage earn- 
er, who does not own an automo- 
bile, and who will not be able to 
meet the cost of public transpor- 
tation, the petition added. 

Cites Job Changes. 

A further result of the higher 
fares is that many individuals are 
seeking jobs closer to home, and 
industry is finding it increasingly 
difficult to obtain and hold com- 
petent employes, it was stated. 
Unless a reasonable fare system 
is established public transporta- 
tion will decline with disastrous 
effects on both the company and 
the public, the petitioh said. 

Until a complete audit and ap* 
praisal of the company’s services 
and facilities is made and its val- 
uation is determined fairly there 
should be no commission action 
on the increased fare application, 
the petition argued. The com- 
mission is asked to postpone .a 
formal hearing on the company 
application, deny the fare increase 
and, if possible reduce present 
fares and fare zones. 

The company is seeking to 
establish a 20-cent cash fare and 
set up additional 5-cent zone 
charges in the county. Previously 
the City of St. Louis and the 
citise of Webster Groves and 
Kirkwood filed petitions with the 
commission asking that the higher 
fares be denied.

* The youth wedged between two 
walls of solid ice was Art Jessett. 
20 years old, son of the Rev. and 
Mrs. Thomas E. Jessett of Seattle. 

He was lost through the snow 
“bridge” across the crevasse Sun- 
day when trailing three com- 
panions on a descent from the 
9671-foot peak. They believed he 
was about 90 féet down. 

Hopes for his survival between 
the icy walls dwindled with each 
passing hour. 

An experienced mountaineer 
party started out before dawn to- 
day from Spirit Lake, near the 
mountain base. The peak is about 
50 miles south of Mount Rainier 
ang about the. same distance 
northeast of Portland, Ore. 
Indications were that it would 
take several hours for news of the 
result of the rescue effort to come 
from the mountain.

Letter From Lincoln’s Wife Calls « 
oe Ann Rutledge Story : A Myth’ 


“He Always Assured Me He Cared for 
No One but Myself’ — Writing Found 
| in Trunk at Bloomington. 


| CHICAGO, May 19 (UP)— 
Abraham Lincoln’s wife, in an 
angry letter to a friend, said it 
was a “myth” that Lincoln car- 


ried a life-long torch for his boy- 
thood sweetheart, Ann Rutledge, 
‘a Chicago attorney said today. 

| Willard L. King said he foung 
the letier while searching for re- 
‘search material for a biography 
on onetime Supreme Court Justice 
‘David Davis. 

| The letter was written by Mrs. 
‘Mary Todd Lincoln to Davis on 
‘March 4, 1867, after Mrs. Lincoln 
\was a widow, King said. In it, 
Mrs. Lincoln denounced a state- 
ment made by William H. Hern- 
don, Lincoln’s pre-presidency law 
‘partner, that Lincoln “for the last 
23 years ... had known no joy.” 


“I shall always remain firm in 
my conviction that Ann Rutledge 
is a myth—for in all his con- 
fidential communications, such 
a romantic name was never 
breathed,” Mrs. Lincoln wrote. 

“Nor did his life or joyous 
laugh lead me to suppose his 
heart was in any unfortunate 
woman’s grave but in the proper 
place with his loved wife and 
children,” the letter continued. 

Herndon and other Lincoln his- 


torilans have told how Lincoln | 


fell in love during his youth with 
a young and beautiful girl named 
Ann Rutledge. Ann died before 
they could be married. 

The incident, has been regarded 
as the first major tragedy of the 
martyred president’s life. 

It was known, King said, that 


Herndon. and Mrs. Lincoln dis- 
liked each other. 

Her letter went on to say that 
she “would not believe an asser- 
tion of Herndon’s if he would 
_ a thousand oaths upon the 

e,” 


“As you justly remark, each} 


and every one has a little ro- 
mance in their early days,” Mrs. 
Lincoln’s letter said. 

“But as my husband was truth 
itself and as he always assured 
me he cared for no one but 
myself,” Mrs. Lincoln said it was 
impossible for her to believe Lin- 
coln ever was pining for Ann 
Rutledge. 

The letter was written to Davis, 
one of Lincoln’s close friends, 
King said, urging him to caution 
Herndon about his statements in 
the future. 

King said he turned up the 
letter in an old trunk in Davis's 
home at Bloomington, III.

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America’s Future Progress 
Depends on More and Safer 


OR many years, we Americans were proud of our 

system of streets and highways. But today, many 

of them are so out-of-date that they have become 
liabilities rather than assets: Last year, 37,500 men, 
women and children lost their lives in automobile 
accidents, and a large percentage of them would still 
be alive if our streets and highways were adequate to 
meet our traffic needs. 

The United States has two and a half times as 
many motor vehicles as all the other countries of the 
world combined. No other nation on earth relies so 
heavily on automotive transportation for the mass 
movement of people and products. More than 40,000 
communities are completely dependent on cars, trucks 
and buses for all of their transportation needs. Three- 
fourths of all passenger travel between cities, towns 
and farms goes by car or bus. Two-thirds of all freight 
is shipped by truck during some part of its journey. 
Therefore, it ss vital that the automotive vehicles, on 
which we so largely depend, be kept moving quickly, 
economically and safely. 


Accidents Cost $3,500,000 ,000 in 1951 


With automobile registrations increasing every 
year, this situation will get worse as time goes on 
unless steps ate taken immediately by towns, cities, 
counties, states and the federal government, individually 
and collectively, to modernize our obsolete street and 
highway systems, Arhericans are beginning to realize 
that installing more stop signs, re-routing trucks, 
reducing car speeds and other restrictive measures taken 
in the interest of safety provide no permanent solution 
to the problem. Last year, the economic loss from traffic 
accidents totaled three and a half billion dollars. This 
is more than was spent on the entire system of highways, 
roads and streets. 

Shortly after the turn of the century, my father 
became a leader in the Good Roads movement. Later, 
in 1918, he pioneered the Ship-by-Truck movement 
which gave impetus to the development of the trucking 
industry. These two movements were instrumental in 


arousing the American people to the full possibilities 
of automotive vehicles and to the necessity for providing 
an adequate system of streets and highways over which 
these vehicles could operate swiftly, comfortably and 
safely. As a result, shortly after the first World War, 


the United States began building a nationwide system 


of hard-surfaced roads. 


Most Present Highways Are Obsolete 


Most of our present highways were designed and 
built during those years, when car: speeds were low, 
when truck loads were light and when the volume of 
motor travel was small. Twenty-five years ago, there 
were only twenty million motor vehicles. Today, there 
are nearly fifty-two million, Yet, during the past quarter 
of a century little has been done to expand our highway 
system to keep pace with the growth in traffic volume. 


In an effort to prevent accidents, so many stop 
signs and traffic lights have been installed that driving 
has become irritating, laborious and slow. In many of 
our large cities traffic is so heavy that it is sometimes 
faster to walk than to ride. The answer seems to lie in 
the construction of wider streets and express freeways 
rather than in trying to make horse-and-buggy streets 
serve hundred-horsepower needs. 

Parking is another serious problem. Street parking 
narrows down the available lanes for traffic flow and 
parked cars are a hazard which frequently cause 
accidents. In many communities, parking facilities are 
sO inadequate that a disproportionate amount of time 
must be spent trying to find a place to park or else the 
car must be parked so far from the destination that 
public transportation facilities must be used. Many 


_ believe that skyscraper parking buildings, with a narrow 


taxable frontage on the street, and underground parking 
garages will be the ultimate answer. 

The basic principles of safety which are learned 
by young people during their formative years are likely 
to remain with them throughout their lives. Every high 
school should provide 2 course in driver training. 


Statistics show that school-trained drivers have twice as | 


good 2 safety record as untrained drivers of the same 
age. Yet, today, only about one out of every five eligible 
high school students receives this smstruction. 

Another step essential to the reduction of accidents 


| is the adoption of uniform signals, markings and traffic 


laws. Today, for example, the various states have sixteen 
different methods of marking center lines and three 
different rules for making left turns. This situation 
creates endless confusion in long distance travel. 


Another cause of many accidents is unsafe vehicles, 
But America’s great nationwide network of automobile, 
gasoline and tire dealers, with their unmatched repair 
and replacement facilities, makes it easy to keep auto- 
mobiles in safe driving condition at all times, 


According to competent authorities, it will take 
five to seven billion dollars a year for the next fifteen 
years t0 build essential roads, to modernize existing 
highways and to maintain ovr present system sn a satise 
factory condition. This gives us some comprehension of 
the magnitude of the task that lies ahead. 


P.A.R. Is New Good Roads Movement 


Recently, some forty national organizations, rep- 
resenting highway users, industry, business, agriculture 
and other interested parties, have united in an effort to 
promote an adequate nationwide highway program. 
This new Good Roads movement is called P. A. R., 
which stands for Project Adequate Roads, and its pur- 
pose is to bring the nation’s highway system up to par 
with our country’s needs. If this movement is to succeed, 
st must have the support of every American. 


Our streets and highways are vitally important to 
the future of our country. It is imperative that we con- 
centrate ouf attention on the chaotic conditions into 
which our traffic system has fallen as a result of long 
neglect and the tremendous increase in motor vehicle 
travel. To delay any longer is to invite disaster which 
may cost thousands of lives and billions of dollars. 
America’s future progress depends on more and safer 
highways.

ing only to manufacturers. But 
Safeway Stores, Inc., a grocery 
chain, won a court decision that | 
the amendment applies also to.

It was following the court rul- | 
ing that Arnall wrote: Congress, | 
asking the House and Senate | 
Banking committees to exclude | 
sellers from business cost in- 
crease benefits in economic con- 
trols legislation for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. The Banking 
committees are considering the 
Administration's request for an 
extension of economic controls. 
The current law expires June 30. 

In response to Arnall’s plea,

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St. Louis Art Museum Praised 
By John wee Harvard Expert } 


‘F ull of Stimulating a 
prises, He Says, ‘Un- 
pretentious and Truly 
Wonderful.’ 


The City Art Museum is admir- 
ably fulfilling its many functions 
through balanced collections, 
community service and brilliant 
display techniques. 

This conclusion was announced 
yesterday by John Coolidge, di- 
rector of Harvard University’s 
Fogg Museum, as he made the 
last of series of tours of fhe 
museum here. 

. Coolidge, whose own museum 
combines .with Harvard’s Busch- 
Reisinger Museum to serve as 
training ground for a large pro- 
portion of the nation’s museum. 
directors, was in St. Louis to at- 
tend the fifty-fifth annual meet- 
ing of the Associated Harvard 
Clubs. He and President James 
B. Conant of Harvard were prin- 
cipal speakers at the three-day 
convention. 

“In collections largely depend- 
ent for growth on purchases,” 
Coolidge said; “emphasis must 
necessarily be on presenting a 
comprehensive picture of the his- 
tory of art until some complete- 
ness is gained. Thus it is hard 
to provide an understanding of 
the full achievement or develop- 
ment of many artists. 

“Though you naturally have no 
bad Rembrandts, for example, you 
have a splendid ‘representation of 
Rembrandt at his best, delightful- 
ly supplemented by ‘The House- 
Keeper,’ by Nicola es Maes, the 
master’s most capable pupil. 

“It’s a museum full of stimu- 
lating surprises—no duds with 

big names, no has-beens from the 
big leagues—but always fresh, un- 
pretentious and truly wonderful.” 

Among art works that particu- 
larly caught Coolidge’s eye, he 
mamed Renaissance bronzes 
bought in the 1920s, the Montor- 
soli sculpture and paintings by 
Winslow Homer and John Single- 
ton Copley. 

“Gallery-goers here,” Coolidge 
continued, “may enjoy pieces of 
rare quality in all schools, and in 
one man they gain the valuable 
experience of depth of represen- 
tation. Your unrivaled concen- 
tration of pictures by George Ca- 
Ieb Bingham, the noted Missouri 
artist, logically makes St. Louis 
THE place to study this major 
figure among America’s genre 
painters.” 

As an example of the museum’s 
responsiveness to popular inter- 
est, Coolidge cited its full chil- 
dren’s program, which he said he 
“repeatedly stumbled upon in 
action.” 

Rising contemporary interest in 
decorative arts, meaning almost 
everything except pictures and 
sculptures, is met here, he said, 
by outstanding collections, assem- 
bled largely during the director- 
ship of Meyric Rogers, Perry T. 
-Rathbone’s predecessor.

The peculiarities of the Mc-| 


Granery record have not yet been 
ipublicized because the chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
'tee, Pat McCarran, carefully 
closed the hearings when the 
more curious evidence was be- 
ing given. Senator McCarran 
‘seems to have a fellow feeling for 
the Attorney General-nominate, 
which perhaps derives from thetr 
common friendship for Pan 
American Airways. 


Old-Time Enemies. 


The oddest testimony, now re- 
leased on motion of the Judiciary 
Committee minority, was given 
by the Young Turk Democratic 
leader of Philadelphia, Richard- 
son Dilworth. Dilworth and Mc- 
Granery, admittedly, are old- 
time political enemies. Yet Dil- 
worth’s testimony was buttressed 
by an elaborate apparatus of 
photostats and court records. And 
it cannot be lightly dismissed, 
since the main facts are not dis- 


puted. 

In brief, in the summer of 1939, 
when King George and Queen 
Elizabeth of England were due to 
visit this country, an Irish revo- 
lutionary, Sean Russell, came 
here with the avowed intention of 
assassinating them. He _ was 
promptly picked up by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. The 
Clan Na Gael, an extremist Irish 
group, thereupon persuaded Mc- 
Granery, then a Democratic mem- 
ber of Congress, to try to get 
Russell released. And at McGran- 
ery’s request, President Roosevelt | 
allowed Russell to leave the coun- 
try after $5000 bail had been 
posted. 

Deposited With McGranery. 

With great difficulty $5000 was 
raised from rich members of the 
Clan Na Gael and deposited with 
McGranery as_ surety against 
Russell’s bail bond. Part of the 
money was transmitted to Mc- 
Granery by James McGarrity, a 
Philadelphia chieftain of the 
Clan Na Gael. The rest was 
handed to McGranery direct by a. 
Clan Na Gael officer, James Bris- | 
Jane. Russell left the country, and 
jin 1941. the Clan Na Gael be- 
gan to ask for its money back. 
By 1944, although there was no 
proof of Russell’s whereabouts, 
his bail bond was dismissed. This 
removed the only pretext for Mc- 
Granery holding the $5000 of 
surety money, and the Clan Na 
Gael grew more insistent on be- 
ing repaid. 

No less than seven lawyers 
applied, at different times to Mc- 
Granery. One of them, Thomas 
M. J. Vizard, testified that in 
1945 McGranery offered him a 
deal, whereby he would give the 
Clan Na Gael half the money and 
keep half himself — thus, in 
effect, acknowledging the clan’s 
claim. Meanwhile, McGranery 
had first been appointed to a 
high Justice Department post, 
and then, in 1946, had _ been 
judge. 
Possibly because no one likes to 
sue a federal judge, none of the 
lawyers pressed the Clan Na Gael 
claim until the clan retained Dil- 
worth. 


in 1948. Despite his offer to 
Vizard, McGranery now alleged 
that the $5000 he was holding 
was really the property of the 
clan’s Philadelphia chieftain, Mc- 
Garrity. McGarrity had died in 
1940. McGranery had never made 
any attempt to acknowledge his 
supposed debt of $5000 to Mc- 
Garrity’s estate. McGranery’s 
signed receipts to the Clan Na 
Gael were entered in evidence. 
Hence the court ordered Mc- 
Granery to repay the $5000 to the 
Clan Na Gael, less about $1200 
of expenses he claimed to have 
incurred in obtaining Russell’s 
release. 


In his testimony before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, Dil- 
worth characterized the whole 
business as a “shabby” attempt 
at “misappropriation.” McGran- 
ery hardly attempted to answer 
Dilworth, except to point out that 
Dilworth was a member of 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion. This greatly outraged Sena- 
‘tor McCarran and several of his 
colleagues who then denounced 
Dilworth as a_ probable sub- 
versive. 


Testimony by Lawyer. 


In addition to Dilworth, Thomas 
McBride, one of the most re- 
spected leaders of the Philadel- 
phia bar, also appeared against 
McGranery. McBride testified that 
McGranery was a legal igno- 
ramus, totally lacking in judicial 
temperament. As evidence, he 
offered the’ enormous number of 
reversals of McGranery’s judicial 
| decisions by the federal circuit 
‘court. Among the McGranery 
errors cited, were such really fan- 
tastic rulings as the denial of the 
right of counsel to a defendant 
in a criminal case, and a charge 
to a jury grossly confusing. the 
nature of “reasonable doubt.” 
Evidence also was offered that 
after the Clan Na Gael case, 
McGranery sought to use his ju- 


dicial power to revenge himself 
on Dilworth, through one of Dil- 


'worth’s clients. 


Peculiarly enough, the minority 
members of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee who are opposing Mc- 
Granery’s confirmation have sub- 
ordinated these really shocking 
charges that McGranery tried to 
misappropriate funds and is a 
legal incompetent. These Repub- 
lican Senators voice their loudest 
dissatisfaction with McGranery’s 
comments on President Truman’s 
steel seizure, g and with his ex- 
planation of his role in the 
“Amerasia”’ prosecution while he 
was in the Justice Department. 


The explanation of McGranety, 
both as federal judge and as At- 
torney General-nominate, is sim- 
ple enough. When Senator and 
Mrs. Truman first came to Wash- 
ington, Representative and Mrs. 
McGranery were good neighbors 
to them. In short, McGranery is 
another Truman crony. He is also 
a man of considerable surface 
charm. But whatever the rights 
and wrongs of the Dilworth and 
McBride testimony, the evidence 
certainly does not suggest Mce- 
Granery can be counted on for 


the great clean-up of the Federal 


Dilworth brought suit against; Government, which he has said

MOSSADEGH TO QUIT 
AS IRAN’S PREMIER 
SOON, HIS AIDS SAY 


TEHRAN, May 19 (UP)—Prime 
Minister Mohammed Mossadegh 
has decided to resign, informants 
close to him said today. 

They said he will submit his 
resignation to the Shah after pre- 
senting Iran’s case against Brit- 
ain in the oil nationalization cis- 
pute to the World Court in The 
Hague, two weeks hence. 

Mossadegh will resign regard- 
less of whether the court rules 
for or against Iran, the inform- 
ants said. They said the Prime 
Minister regards his mission as 
completed now that Iran has na- 
tionalized the Iranian properties 
of Britain’s Anglo-Iranian Oil Co.

Harriman’s. speech had been 
billed in advance as a non-politi- 
cal address to launch World Trade 
week. 

Toward the end of his extem- 
poraneous speech, however, he 
glanced down at White House 
Military Aide Maj. Gen. Harry 
H. Vaughan, who was seated be- 
side him; smiled slightly and said: 

“IT want to pay my compliments

“It is hard for me to believe, 
and I don’t believe that the in- 
dustries and some of the agricul- 
tural producers have any under- 
standing of what is being done by 
their representatives who are sel-

“In many cases these five per 


centers can harm the whole na- 
tion in which they live. 


“In the first place, I think they 
are apt to destroy more purchas- 
ing power of their own segment 
of the economy than they would 
gain by blocking out foreign im- 
ports of competitive products. 


“Secondly, they can well de- 
stroy the economic life of a coun- 
try that is dependent upon that 
particular import.” 

Vaughan figured prominently 
in the 1950 Senate investigation 
of “five per centers” accused of 
peddling influence. He started in- 
tently at the table cloth through- 
out Harriman’s denunciation of 
“the new five per center.” 

Earlier, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury John W. Snyder said that 
“undue rectrictions” such as high 
tariffs and import quotas impede 
the healthy growth of interna- 
tional trade.

Safety in the Mines 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In his recent letter, State Mine In- 
spector Sidney G. Keene of Du Quoin 
Says that the safety record in Illinois 
coal mines has improved in recent years. 

He cites as an example:that there 
were 204 deaths in 1947, including the 
111 victims at Centralia, as compared 
with 151 deaths in 1951, including the 
120 victims at West Frankfort. 


There are serious weaknesses in such 
‘ @ general comparison. During this pe- 
riod 14,000 miners lost their jobs ip 
Illinois. In 1947 there were 32,686 men 
employed in Illinois mines. By the end 
of 1951 the figure had dropped to ap- 
proximately 19,000 men. | 

While the number of active miners 
dropped 42 per cent, the - fatalities 
dropped only 25 per cent during the 
two years marked by major catastro- 
phes. Then we must remember that in 
1947 the mines worked almost every 
day, while in 195) most shaft mines 
worked two and three days a week. 

me * ™ 


In the first 11 months of 1951 there 

were 1938 non-fatal mine accidents re- 
sulting in three days or more lost-time. 
This is the highest record since 1929, 
when there were 58,996 men employed 
and 2392 injuries. The casualty ratio of 
100 accidents ‘per 1000 men employed 
is probably the highest ratio in the 
mining world. It also explains why 
most insurance companies are refusing 
to carry the risks. 
- If tonnage figures are used, a barba- 
rism which Illinois officials refuse to 
change or improve upon, it should be 
noted that productivity per man has in- 
creased; more modern machines are 
replacing manpower; old mines have 
closed down, new ones been construct- 
ed; surface or strip mining has in- 
creased, thus reducing the element of 
exposure to danger. 

By using tonnage figures, it is possi- 
ble to increase the frequency of mine 
accidents and still show progress so long 
as the tonnage per man increases, as it 
has consistently through the years. 

o * * 


The mining world computes mine ac- 
cidents on the basis of man-hours of ex- « 
posure, a more scientific method for 
accuracy. The United States Bureau of 
Mines computes the figures both ways 
—tonnage and man-hours of exposure. 

But backward Illinois figures mine 
accidents only in terms of tonnage and 
we suppose that this method has some 
value for insurance companies and coal 
operations, but it is an inadequate meth- 
od, to say the least, in terms of social 
and human values. 

This information will lead us nowhere 
unless we in Illinois and in the country 
at large face the facts and do our ut- 
most to prevent not only major disasters 
but all mine accidents. 

It is heartening to know that the Sen- 
ate has unanimously passed gtd 
bill for stricter enforcement. t In- 
spector Keene and the other mine in- 
spectors of Illinois redouble their ef- 
forts to see to it that another West 
Frankfort or Centralia never happens.

McCarthyism’s Dirty Stick 


Political trouble-makers are not noted for 
their fidelity to high standards of ethics. They 
have long subscribed to the proposition that the 
end justifies the means and that, if one throws 
enough mud, some will stick. :

But his sledge-hammer blows 
were a natural reaction to the hostility of a 
corrupt Administration toward any adequate 
investigation of Communism in. the execu- 
tive branch of Government. : , 


That is belittling and condoning some of the 
most outrageously undocumented and unproved 
charges ever made from a public platform. It 
is defending a man who, instead of substantiat- 


ing his accusations, repeated them—with vari-’ 


ations—under the cloak of congressional immu- 
nity.” And it is misrepresenting an Administra- 
tion which, whatever its many other shortcom- 
ings, undertook a sweeping check on the loyalty 
of its employes by presidential executive order 
many months before Senator McCarthy made 
his noxious harangues. 

It is all the more surprising that the Cole- 
grove defense of the Wisconsin wild man should 
appear under the auspices of such persons as 
former Dean Pound of the Harvard Law School, 
Dean Clarence Manion of Notre Dame, Dr. Ed- 
gar Goodspeed, Dr. Robert A. Millikan, Lt. Gen. 
A. C. Wedemeyer and Felix Morley among 
others. That it should have the support of 
Fulton Lewis Jr., and George Sokolsky is no 
surprise. But what a mixed company they 
are in!

Visitors who take 
a fresh look—and St. Louis has thousands of 
guests every day—go away with a poor impres- 
sion of our municipal housekeeping. 

As always when any such problem comes up, 
the public is told that more money is needed 
for this particular public service. This may 
be true, but a great deal can be accomplished 
simply by seeing to it that the streets are not 
littered in the first place. 

Trucks which jounce along spilling refuse, 
merchants and householders who sweep papers 
and junk into the gutters (which is like sweep- 
ing it under the rug without a rug), the lack 
of legal containers for rubbish, carelessness all 
along the line—these symptoms of community 
laxness can be corrected by law enforcement 
and a livelier public conscience. In or out of 
public office, every St. Louisan should appoint 
himself a committee of one to clean up this 
disgraceful litter on the streets.

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_ The Bar Rolls Up Its Sleeves 


Appointment of the American Bar Associa- 
tion’s new committee on disciplinary procedures 
represents another step forward in the neces- 
sarily deliberate approach to the problem of 
dealing with those lawyers who have helped fos- 
ter organized crime. 

Missouri’s painstaking former Senator, For- 
rest C. Donnell, will head the new group. He and 
his fellows have their work cut out for them. 
Testimony before the Kefauver Crime Commit- 
tee made it perfectly clear that more than one 
attorney, acting either as a public official or a 
private ‘‘mouthpiece” for an organized gang, has 
played a prominent part in underworld opera- 
tions. 

Some A.B.A. members have been equally clear 
and to one point en the subject. One in particu- 
lar, Arthur J. Freund, a St. Louisan and mem- 
ber of the association’s Commission on Organized 
Crime, which recommended appointment of the 
Donnell committee, put it this way: 


All of us know it would be almost impos- 
sible for organized crime to exist on any 
large scale in any community if somewhere 
in the chain of operation there was not the 
assistance of some lawyers. 


. This bears quite directly on the first task of 
the Donnell committee. That is to survey the 
nature and extent of activities of members of the 
bar who have helped sustain criminal operations. 
A good deal of work already has been done in 
this area by other groups, and whether the com- 
mittee will turn up anything new is a question. : 
But the second part of the committee’s assign- 
ment—to evaluate the adequacy of existing pro- 
cedures for dealing with the conniving lawyer— 
is of high importance. For it is in the public 
interest, as well as that of the bar, to weed out 
those individuals who have been dealing in 
wholesale corruption. Mr. Donnell and his col- 
leagues have a chance to serve both their pro- 
fession and the law-abiding people of the country. 
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The Comradeship of Minnie Rose 


Minnie Rose Webb only lived to be 19, which 
is where most youngsters’ lives are no more than 
getting started. But some of her life was richer, 
we suspect, than the riches lots of people know. 
Minnie Rose was what many children dream of 
being and never. get to be. She was part of a 
railroad. 

A person has to live on a farm (as this child 
did) or in a small town to realize how a young- 
ster can hug a railroad to heart. Every train is 
an event, beautiful and adventurous, and the 
people who run it are heroes with oil cans. To 
identify oneself with it is to identify oneself 
with all the land it has come out of and all it is 
going through and all it is going to reach at its 
shimmering destination.

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‘ited, which usually sails by 70 miles an hour, 
ground to a stop at the Webb home and picked 


up the girl and her mother, to bring them to St. ° 


Louis. Here she underwent an operation at 
Shriners Hospital for Crippled Children; which 
enabled her to walk with crutches. Six weeks 
ago she was stricken fatally with meningitis. 
Nineteen years are really only enough to de- 
cide what to stért making of one’s life, but in the 
case of the little farm girl near Covington we 
would like to think that some of them were spe- 
cially full years. It-isn’t every little girl growing 
up whose heroes are her comrades. It isn’t every- 
one by a long: shot who gets to be part.of a 
railroad. .

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Where Mr. Taylor Is Right 


Whatever else President Truman does in the 
months remaining to him in the presidency, he 
He is going 
to veto the bill that would attempt to take the 


offshore oil reserves away from the American 


people and give to the states for exploitation 
these resources that are needed as a protection 
of the national interest. 

Addressing the convention of Americans for 
Democratic Action, the President denounced 
“the oil lobby” and said that what is attempted 
in the offshore oil bill would be “stealing from 
the people ... robbery in broad daylight—and 
on a colossal scale.” It would, said Mr. Truman, 
make “‘Teapot' Dome look like small change.” 


This is a subject to which each man who hopes 
to be elected United States Senator from Mis-

Washington this time. 

Much to his credit, Missouri’s Attorney Gen- 
eral J. E. Taylor has again made his position 
clear. He is opposed to the grab. 


A letter Mr. Taylor has sent to the White 
House urges Mr. Truman to exert “the full 
power of your office to see to it that your veto 
is not overridden.” This is in anticipation that 
Mr. Truman will veto the bill and that an at-

In renewing his opposition, Mr. Taylor again 
goes up against the stand of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Attorney Generals, which is one 
of the chief lobbying elements for the oil grab.

Who will be first to follow Attorney General 
Taylor’s example? 
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Not That Exclusive 


The very exclusiveness of Club 7800 should 
interest Madison county’s law enforcement offi- 
cers. Gambling operatigns have opened at an 
old joint at 7800 Collinsville road. Admission is 
“by card only.” There are guards at the door 
and the sound of clinking chips within. 

John P. Connor is reported to be the operator 
of the club.

State Police raided 
that suckers’ palace two years ago and closed 
it on orders of Gov. Stevenson, after local 
authorities had done nothing about it for years.

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MacArthur on the Open Primary 

Gen. MacArthur’s ominous warning against 
“the ugly threat of a military state” may be duly 
noted, coming as it does from one of the most 
c8nspicuous examples of military subordination 
to civilian rule. Some warned citizens, however, 
may be a trifle baffled by the General’s discov- 
ery of this ugly threat in the crossing of party 
lines in some primaries. 

Since the General prefers to speak in riddles, 
one can only infer—but with a good deal of cor- 
roborating evidence—that he is talking about the 
tendency of some Democrats to enter the Repub- 
lican primaries in some states to vote for Gen. 
Eisenhower. Gen. MacArthur identifies this as 
“political conniving . . . destructive to the very 
essence of true representative government.” 

What the General is saying, apparently, is that 
the very essence of true representative govern- 
ment consists of Democrats voting only in Demo- 
cratic primaries and Republicans voting only in 
Republican primaries. He implies that each 
party somehow “belongs” only to its own mem- 
bers, and should be surrounded by a barbed-wire 
fence to keep out those of doubtful faith. 

This is a popular. doctrine among party wheel- 
horses of the old school, who'like to keep party 
control as narrowly confined as possible and as 
far removed from the voters as possible. But a 
great many other Americans will find it impos- 
sible to believe that the closed primary and the 
closed party convention are essential to the two- 
party system, to representative government, or to 
a civilian democracy. On the contrary all of these 
causes will best be served when political parties 
are the instruments of the people rather than 
the property of their bosses. 

If Gen. MacArthur fears ‘“‘the ugly threat of a 
military state,” he would be more convincing if 
he found it elsewhere than in the free voting in 
the primary. 
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A Splendid Community Influence 

Many hundreds of St. Louisans, who are not 
regular patrons of the Y.M.H.A.-Y.W.H.A., visited 
this fine community center to. see the “open 
house week” activities in observance of the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary of its building at Union and 
Enright.

Immigration: How High a Wall?

The Walter bill revising and codifying 
our immigration and naturalization laws 
has been approved by the House of Repre- 
sentatives by a 3-to-l vote, to the conster- 
nation of many Americans who are con- 
vinced that both this measure and its com- 
panion piece in the Senate, the McCarran 
bill, represent an illiberal and harmful ap- 
proach to a most important subject. 

It would be erroneous to say that the 
bill as now written does no good at all. It 
does have some meritorious features, no- 
tably the removal of 
the automatic bar to 
immigration and nat- 
uralization of vari- 
ous Asiatics on racial 
grounds alone. But 
what it gives with 
one hand, it tends to 
take away with the 
other. 

Place of birth is 
the usual criterion 
for determining the 
nationality quota un- 
der which a prospec- 
ns immigrant will mad 

e counted. But ori- 1:,, 
entals and_half-ori- a esau 
entals-do not come under this rule. No 
matter in what country—in Europe or 
South America, for instance—they are ac- 
tually born, they are chargeable to the ex- 
tremely limited quotas of their ancestral 
lands in the so-called Asia-Pacific triangle. 
If this is not a racist concept of immigra- 
tion, we should like to know what it is. 

The McCarran and Walter bills enlarge 
and extend the grounds for exclusion and 
deportation. They contain provisions dis- 
tinguishing between naturalized aliens and 
native-born in such a way as almost to cre- 
ate a special kind of second-class citizen- 
ship. They have aroused grave fears that 
the powers of administrative officials—al- 
ready great under present law—will be 
even more widely extended. The whole 
spirit of this legislation is restrictive and 
exclusionist. 

The disappointing thing about the Wal- 
ter bill, which the House so blithely ap- 
proved, and about the McCarran bill, which 
has already been reported out of commit- 
tee in the Senate, is that they reject a 
once-in-a-generation opportunity to estab- 
lish a really modern and democratic body 
of law. 

There is an alternative. Senator Lehman 
and nearly a dozen other Senators have in- 
troduced a bill which, while providing all 
the necessary safeguards, is a humane and 
liberal immigration measure. It deserves 
the serious consideration of Congress, and 
should not be shunted aside.

Changes in the immigration laws are 
very much needed. But it is unwise, we 
think, to make the changes in the omnibus 
form of the Walter bill. Its complexity 
forced House members to place undue reli- 
ance on the committee’s recommendations. 
And it led many of them, for diverse spe- 
cial reasons, to embrace dangerous and 
discriminatory provisions of a particular 
character for the sake of certain indubitab- 
ly desirable reforms, 

The most troublesome aspects of the 
Walter bill are its provisions for harsh 
and summary treatment of aliens—and 
even of naturalized citizens—suspected of 
undesirable political opinions. It would per- 
mit deportation of aliens, often arbitrarily 
and capriciously without judicial review 
and in some cases without so mugh gs an 
administrative hearing. There is neither 
sense nor security in this disregard of ail 
our traditions of fair play and due process. 

Perhaps the worst feature of the Walter 
bill is its provision that membership in, or 
mere affiliation with, any Communist front, 
within five years after naturalization shall 
constitute prima facie evidence that the 
naturalized citizen was not genuinely at- 
tached to the principles of the Constitu- 
tion at the time he secured his citizenship. 

The effect of this is to make the grant 
of citizenship conditional—to make the 
naturalized alien a secqnd-class citizen.

From The Survey 


The companion measures known as the 
McCarran-Walter bill would stick to the 
closed door policy first set, back in ]924, 
when the quota system and its proportion- 
ing according to the prevalence of the vari- 
ous ethnic origins of our population in 
1920 were adopted. 

The proposal, however, makes a mene 
with the prejudices of the past by elimina 
ing the racial restrictions on naturalization. 
It also provides a gesture of hospitality to 
persons of oriental background by allow- 
ing them to be included within the quota 
formula. 

While extending this hand of hospitality 
to the Eastern races, the bill slaps them 
with another by requiring the immigrants 
of oriental ancestry be charged to the 
quotas of places of “ethnic origin” rather 
than country of birth as are all other 
immigrants. The bill incorporates a new 
quota formula for all countries—one sixth 
of 1 per cent of the nationality origins 
of our population—but still bases it on 
the 1920 census. 

The Humphrey-Lehman bill would re- 
shape the policy of the past quarter cen- 
tury by opening the gates somewhat wider 
and doing away with provisions which tend 
to discriminate in favor of those who do 
not want to emigrate to this country. 

It would accomplish these ends by bas- 
ing the new quota formulas on our 1950 
rather than our 1920 census and allowing 
unused quotas (such as that of Great 
Britain, which has the largest quota but 
sends few immigrants to this country) to 
be assigned to countries where quotas are 
filled and waiting lists long. 

This bill would also make a cleaner 
sweep of the racial discriminations in the 
immigration and naturalization laws by 
ignoring race as a factor. 

Both proposals also would clear away 
some of the obwious injustices or unwork- 
able provisions of the Internal Security 
Act, while reaffirming the Congress’s in- 
tention of keeping potential “subversives” 
away from these shores. The Humphrey- 
‘Lehman bill goes further in providing 
excluded aliens with the right to take an 
appeal from the Attorney-General to a 
three-man Board of Immigratién Appeals. 

The McCarran-Walter proposal, on the 
other hand, contains some provisions that 
would tighten rather than loosen restric- 
tion on immigration. Its most startling 
provision, perhaps, is the one empowering 
the President to suspend all entry of 
aliens “at any time,” a privilege he now 
holds only in time of war. 


Another provision would prohibit charg- . 


ing back immigrants from countries with 
colonial status to the quotas of their moth- 
er countries. This would particularly af- 
fect immigration from the West Indies. 

Other backward steps in the McCarran- 
Walter bill are: the dropping of current 
exception of “‘persecutees” from the re- 
quirement to exclude illiterates; removal 
of the statute of limitations on deporta- 
tions and of the limit on time in which 
aliens are subject to deportation for be- 
coming public charges; provision that the 
new deportation proceedings be made 
retroactive: and requirement of compul- 
sory neighborhood investigations of appli- 
cants for naturalization. 

Some of the provisions, however, are 
not in the House version, the Walter bill, 
and might be eliminated in conference.

Between Book Ends 


American Indian’s Plight 


STUBBORN FOOL, by Estelle Aubrey Brown, (Caxtoa 

Printers, Ltd., 309 pgs., $4.50.) 

Estelle Aubrey Brown's little imp of de- 
rision rode her hard during her sixteen 
years in the Indian Service. and through- 
out her book she shows her contempt and 
scorn for the system of which she was so 
definitely a part for many years. Her con- 
ception of the Indian changed, too. He was 
not the noble red man of the romanticists, 
neither was he the vicious savage, ready 
to take the first white scalp he came across. 


The Indian, when Estelle Aubrey came 
to know him, was a. bewildered individual, 
trying to reconcile his ways with those of 
the white man; and the Indian Bureau, in- 
stead of being a help to him, was more 
often a hindrance. What good does it do, 
the author asks, to train the Indian in the 
way of a white man and then after no op- 
portunities open up to him, to turn him 
back to the reservation where he can no 
longer accept, or be acceptable to, his own 
people? 

When Miss Aubrey sensed the shortcom- 
ings of the System, her first impulse was 
to quit, but she was a stubborn fool and 
stayed on in the hope that in some way 
she might help change things for the bet- 
ter. The story of her life in the service 
covers her work for honorable, industri- 
ous superintendends as well as for tyran- 
nical, grafting and ignorant ones. It is 
filled with ironical and tragic, but also 
humorous incidents of Agency life. More 
than a biography, her book is a sociologi- 
cal document and she presents daringly 
many of the facts concerning our treatment 
of the Indian. | 

In 1918, Miss Aubrey quit the service 
and married Major Harry Brown. Since 
that time she has kept up her interest in 
the Indian and Indian affairs and she 
senses a gradual replacement of the vacil- 
lating government policy with a more sta- 
ble and workable one. 

Mrs. Brown is filled with remorse that 
she could not have done more to be of 
help and turns the imp of derision in- 
ward when she speaks of the many times 
she complacently “went along,” when her 
very spirit was in rebellion. 


The author winds up her book with a 
plea to the American people to take an 
interest in these matters and urge Con- 
gress to enact new legislation which will 
benefit the coming generations of Indians. 
She calls for a change in our entire atti- 
tude towards the Indians as wards of the 
Government.

He does not 
need to mention Eisenhower by 
name to make clear his implac- 
able hostility to everything for 
which Ike stands. 


Old Guard vs. Me-Toos. 


Among the millions who want 
Eisenhower are likewise many 
who would find it difficult or im- 
possible to swallow Taft. The 
range in this category is wide. It 
includes the “‘Eastern internation- 
alists” — a term of contempt as 
applied by the Taftites—who be- 
lieve that Taft is still an isola- 
tionist at heart. But included also 
are numbers of World War II vet- 
erans who subscribe to the Eisen- 
hower thesis that peace can be se- 
cured only by working with other 
free nations. 

The present upsurge of Repub- 
licanism, against the background 
of the confusion and demoraliza- 
tion within the Democratic party, 
may work to heal this breach after 
the convention has acted. These 
two forces, one positive and one 
negative; may be so powerful as 
to obscure all traces of the pres- 
ent intraparty feud. It should be 
remembered, however, that in 
1948 this healing process did not 
take place. 

The over-56 Republicans in par- 
ticular took a jaundiced view of 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey as a me- 
too candidate. They did not get 
out and work for the party’s nom- 

-inee. And there is reason to be-

2 Eisenhower’s Handicap. 


In this final skirmish, Eisen- 


| hower has a great handicap. He 


has rejected any direct form of 
campaigning for the nomination. 
He cannot defend his position, 
which rests on his profound con- 
viction that the free nations must 
stand together and that aid must 
come from the United States to 
cement this union. 

In two messages to Congress, 
Eisenhower has reaffirmed the 
need for the full amount of near- 
ly seven billion dollars requested 
for military and economic aid to 
Europe and Asia. He has not stood 
on the exact sum. But he has said 
something close to that total is 
necessary to build strength against 
the threat of Communist agres- 
sion. ! 

Many members of Congress, 
both Republicans and Democrats, 
are now hacking away at this 
basic stand. Under the leadership 
of Senator William Knowland (R), 
California, the mutual security 
bill, already cut a billion dollars 
in committee, was taken off the 
floor and referred back not to the 
Foreign Relations but to the Arm- 
ed Services Committee. There 
supposedly it was sure to be cut 
even further. 


‘Anybody Can Win.’ 


One can only guess what the 
final amount will be. Quite apart 
from the serious repercussions in 
Europe of such action, it will 
leave Eisenhower in a singularly 
vulnerable political position here 
at home. He will be, in effect, a 
candidate repudiated before the 
campaign begins. 

This may not be an insuperable 
handicap. Fortune is running so 
swiftly in the direction of the 
Republicans that the “anybody 
can win” psychology is taking 
hold. Registration figures in many 
states show, for example, that a 
long-term trend toward the Dem- 
ocratic party is being reversed. 

After Chicago, the victory rush 
may be irresistible. But that was 
what a lot of people, including 
virtually all the professional com- 
mentators, thought in the summer 
of 1948. And that golden oppor- 
tunity was missed when every- 
one thought it was unmissable.

Heyne Directs Impressive 
Closing Concert at Kiel 
Auditorium.

The St. Louis A Cappella Choir 
concluded its twenty-fourth sea- 
son last night with an impressive 
concert at Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House. William Heyne conducted 
the program of well-chosen sa- 
cred songs before an audience 
which occupied most of the seats 
on the orchestra floor. 

The program opened with 
Thomas Tallis’ss “O Light of 
Light,” closed with the Carey- 
Ringwald “Christ the Lord Is 
Risen Today.” Between these 
were selections by Bach, Caris- 
simi, Leisring, Gretchaninoff, 
Mikhail Glinka, Grieg, F. Melius 
Christiansen, founder of the fa- 
mous St. Olaf Choir, and others. 

Heyne, in introductory remarks, 
had asked the audience to listen 
for the delicate nuances and 
subtleties which characterize this 
type of singing. His directing, as 
expected, was a triumph of ef- 
ficiency. His singers are noted 
for their discipline, and. last eve- 
ning’s 53 performers kept the 
reputation intact. 

The singing, for the most part, 

had a tautness and momentum, 
kept alive by Heyne’s own excel- 
lent feeling for flow of melodic 
line. Group feeling remained 
lyrical throughout, if not always 
the last word in subtlety and pro- 
fundity. One had the feeling the 
first sopranos were mighty tired 
at the end of the program. Other 
singers had become a bit weary, 
too, and it was then that singing 
was more conscientious than in- 
spired. 
Bach’s “King of Heaven, Ever 
Welcome,” a chorus from his 
Cantata 182, was a beautifully 
transparent outline of polyphonic 
texture. Other highlights were 
Glinka’s “Cherubim Song,” Chris- 
tiansen’s ‘O Sacred Head” and his 
arrangement of “Beautiful Sa- 
vior.” On these the singers 
seemed to scale their most ex- 
alted heights.

Born at Bonne Terre, Mr. Des- 
loge attended Christian Brothers 
College here and Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology.

Steel Masters, Presidents and Pople

There presently President 
Harding and Judge Elbert H. 
Gary, United States Steel head, 
joined us. 

The President asked Judge 
Gary to dictate a statement and, 
with the President of the United 
States standing silently by, Judge 
Gary did. It promised considera- 
tion of the President’s request 
about shortening the work day, 
though industry leaders had been 
protesting that steel could not be 
produced on a shorter work sched- 
ule. A year or so later the in- 
dustry complied, and. eventually 
the 12-hour day was abandoned. 

Here we saw—and this reporter 
never has forgotten it—a Presi- 
dent of the United States with 
hat in hand before the steel mas- 
ters. 

The “hat in hand” attitude has 
changed, as it had to, though only 
comparatively recently. It was 
not until March, 1937, for in- 
stance, that United States Steel, 
ustry bellwether, recognized 
the union and signed a contract. 
That was because a President of 
the United States came along— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt—who de- 
cided to be President of the peo- 
ple and speak up for them. 


Steel’s Sorry Record. 


A regime of fairness and justice 
was proclaimed by Congress in 
the Wagner Labor Relations Act 
to guarantee collective bargaining 
so that workers would be protect- 
ed in their right to bargain for 
themselves for their means of 
livelihood on equal terms as self- 
reliant citizens. 

It had not been so for millions 
of workers until then. As to steel, 
for another refresher, one may 
turn back the pages slowly, back 
through the LaFollette Senate in- 
vestigation of the mid-1930s. That 
disclosed the tyrannies practiced 
on steelworkers, with revelations 
of caches of guns and tear gas and 
thugs hired by the companies. 
After the 1919 steel strike an in- 
vestigation by the Inter-Church

unsettled conditions today to 
weaken collective union strength 
and to break down controls essen- 
a to protect labor’s living stand- 
ards, 


Labor Is the People. 


It has been the fashion among 
some to speak of the Roosevelt. 
Truman administrations as “pro- 
labor.” That comment is provoked 
once again, and understandably, 
by the public speeches at the 
Philadelphia United Steelworkers 
convention of Secretary of Labor 
Tobin and Vice President Barkley, 
backing up the union because it 
accepted the finding of the Wage 
Stabilization Board while the in- 
dustry refused. 

Such partisanship in the midst 
of a delicate situation is question- 
able practice. 

But it is suggested humbly that 
it finally became time at the be- 
ginning of the 1930s, when de- 
pression spread over the nation 
and millions were jobless and 
desolate, that somebody responsi- 
ble in government should become 
“pro-labor”’—“labor” being only 
people trying to get along. 

For one who watched govern- 
ment here in the 1920s can testify 
that the political regimes then 
were certainly pro-big-business, 
and labor could get nowhere, 
even with hat in hand. 


Steel in Government. 


Today there are plenty of in- 

fluential persons in Congress and 
out who are working and spéak- 
ing for the steel industry and, it 
might be added, misrepresenting 
the situation in some cases and 
'garbling the facts. 
| Steel still is strongly en- 
trenched in government. Cone 
gress exemplified this in author- 
izing the very liberal tax write- 
offs for new plant facilities for 
the defense program. The write- 
offs were administered so liberale 
_ly, to the extent of some two bil- 
'lion dollars for steel, that a House ° 
| committee which investigated ad- 
| ministration of the law covering 
steel and other industries called 
the result a “bonanza.” 
The steel: issue, with all its 
ramifications, is in politics; in 
deep, as it must be. What we are 
seeing now is a preview of the 
1952 political campaign in which 
again, as every four years, the 
test will come as to whether our 
government really belongs to its 
people. 


SISTER RAFFAELLA BEATIFIED

yesterday beatified Raffaella Por- 
ras y Ayllon, a Spanish nun who 
founded the Order of the Servants 
of the Sacred Heart, which is de- 
voted to the care and instruction 
of children throughout the world. 

Pilgrims from 14 countries at- 
tended the ceremony, which was 
concluded with the ringing of the 
bells of St. Peter’s Basillica. Sis- 
ter Raffaella founded the order in 
1877 and directed it for 16 years. 
It now has 56 houses,‘ some in the 


United States. She died in 1925. 


DIPLOMAT HENRI BERENGER DIES 


NICE, France, May 19 (AP)—~ 
Henri Berenger, former French 
Ambassador to Washington, died 
Friday. He was 85 years old. 

After serving as ambassador in 
1925 and 1926, he was president 
of the French Senate’s foreign 
affairs committee from 1931 to 
1940.

GREENSBORO, N.C., May 19 
(AP)—Leaders of a rebellion in 
the CIO Textile Workers’ Union 
of America asserted today that 
40,000 members had transferred 
to a rival AFL union, but TWUA 
scoffed at the claim. 

James W. Bamford of Atlanta, 
southern director of the TWUA, 


said the revolt “is practically lo- 
calized in North Carolina.” He 
added that “reports of total num- 
bers alleged to have seceded from 
TWUA-CIO are grossly inflated 
-— have no relation to actual 
act.” 


Bamford made no figures im- 
mediately available. 


Lewis Conn, former North Caro- 
lina TWUA director and leader 
of the revolt in this state, said 
at least 42,700 workers have 
agreed to quit the TWUA in favor 
ef the AFL United Textile Work- 


ers. 

He said his list included 17,000 
members in North Carolina, 9000 
in Virginia, 9000 in Pennsylvania 
and 7700 in New Jersey who favor 
the AFL. 

Before the revolt began, the 
TWUA claimed 400,000 members 
and the AFL 90,000. 

More meetings are scheduled 
this week and Conn said he ex- 


pected the large majority of work- | 


ers to join the movement. 

George Baldanzi, former execu- 
tive vice president of TWUA, 
will become director of organiza- 
tion of the rival AFL union, that 
union’s executive board an- 
nounced in Boston. 

Baldanzi predicted 100,000 CIO 
union workers would join his 
group within a year. 

Baldanzi, who spearheaded the 
CIO’s unsuccessful southern or- 
ganization drive two years ago, 
blamed President Emil Rieve of 
the CIO group for the failure 
of that organization drive.

Erickson denounced the con- 
meal,| tracts for asserted “sellout” pro- 
visions. One is a general agreeé- 
ment for transmitting power in 
the broad Missouri Basin portion 
of Montana. The other deals par- 
ticularly with moving current to 
Great Falls, Mont., from the Can- 
yon Ferry dam, being erected by 
the Reclamation Bureau in the 
Missouri River near Helena, Mon- 
tana. 


The contracts were described 
by the department, when made, 
as a measure to assist national 
defense by conserving vitally 
needed metal, through elimina- 
tion of bureau-built transmission 
lines. The power would be for de- 
-| livery to such public distributors 
as municipalities and REA co- 
operatives. 

Advantage of Power Firms. 


Erickson asserted that terms 
of the agreement would permit 
the power company to cut off de- 
liveries to the Government cus- 
tomers at any time it chose, 
under its own exclusive judg- 
ment. He objected also that the 
effect would be to prevent the 
Government from getting needed 
cheap power to Columbus, Mont., 
to work huge and largely un- 
developed chrome deposits.

RICH coffee cake is just as 
ood for dessert as it is as a 
reakfast bread. Perhaps it’s 

even better, as we are unlikely 
to make a raised dough in time 
for breakfast unless it is to be 
served late in the morning on a 
Sunday or a holiday. 

Certain recipes are quicker than 
‘others to prepare, but all of them 
take a good bit of time for rising 
and , although the mixing 
is a quick process. One of the 
easiest cakes demands no knead- 
ing. After the thin dough or thick 
batter, whichever you like to call 
it, has risen to double it is Spread 
in a square pan and topped 
with cooked dried apricot halves 
or drained, canned fruit, allowed 


‘to rise again before baking. 


A more elaborate coffee cake 
for which a recipe has been re- 
quested is called a wheel cake. 
The reqyest came from a young 
woman whose grandmother made 
a specialty of this type of cake. 
She describes its gppearance and 
asks for directions for duplicating 
this coffee cake of which she has 
fond memories. It would be easy 
enough to show her how to form 
the dough, but even after the 
recipe is in her hands, she -will 
probably find that it will take ex- 
perience in handling the dough to 
produce a cake that grandmother 
ome recognize.

One package yeast, compressed 
or dry; one-fourth cup Wkewarm 
water; one-half cup milk; one- 
fourth cup Sugar; one teaspoon 
salt, two tablespoons shortening:

edges of dough toward center, 
meeting at this depression. Flat- 
ten slightly. Brush again with 
melted butter or margarine and 
sprinkle with cinnamon sugar. 
Fold in half lengthwise forming 
a long narrow strip. Shape into 
a ring with sealed edge out on 
greased baking sheet, sealing 
ends. With scissors or sharp knife 
cut through ring almost to center, 
in slices one-half inch thick. Twist 
each strip several times. Brush 
with melted butter or margarine. 
Let rise until doubled, about 45 
minutes. When cool, frost with 
confectioners’ sugar icing and 
sprinkle with chopped nuts, if de- 
sired. é

To ‘Fry in One’s Own Grease,’

HERE you have the sixteenth 
T century equivalent, or fore- 

runner, of our slang phrase, 
“fry in his own grease.” It is 
quoted from Heywood’s collection 
of contemporary sayings and 
proverbs published as “English 
Proverbs” in 1546. However, the 
expression was centuries old when 
Heywood recorded_ it. 

When English was largely still 
visibly Anglo-French, that is in 
the thirteenth century, an ap- 
proximation of this saying was 
known, and by the time of Chau- 
cer it was common English idiom.

URN off the television set 

hours before bedtime. That’s

In a dark room, the bright 
screen stabs the eye—thus the 
greatest help in eye easing is to 
cut down the contrast.

Warner, who was for 27 years pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Kirkwood, Miss Moore 
recalled such things as rides in 
a brougham through Forest Park 
and the wonderful costumes that 
she and her friends wore to fancy 
dress parties given on special oc- 
casions. 

_In the years that have passed 
since those days in St. Louis, 
Marianne Moore has come to be 
recognized not only as an accom- 
plished poetess, but as one of our 
country’s leading intellectuals, 
Editor of The Dial when that pub- 
lication was enjoying a reputation 
as the best literary magazine in 
American history and member of 
the National Institute of Arts and 
Letters, Miss Moore on May 5 
capped the list of awards with 
which she has been honored in 
the past 25-odd years by winning 
the Pulitzer Prize for her “Col- 
lected Poems.” 

When asked how she felt about 
this latest honor, Miss Moore re- 
called what she had once said in 
accepting another award. 

“I remember that I told the 
committee that it was an ennob- 
ling experience, especially since I 
feel that what I write can only be 
called poetry because there is no 
other category in which to put 
it,” she smiled, 

In 1935, when Miss Moore’s 
“Selected Poems” was published, 
T. S. Eliot said in his Introduc- 
tion: “My conviction has remained 
unchanged for the last 14 years:

poetry written in our time—in 
which an original sensibility and 
alert intelligence and deep feeling 
have been engaged in maintaining 
the life of the English language.”

Miss Moore was asked to take 
over as acting editor of The Dial. 
She had the year before won the 
Dial Award for her first volume 
of verse. And for four years, un- 
til it was discontinued in 1929, 
she served as editor of the maga- 
zine that helped establish the rep- 
utations of many. of today’s liter- 
ary great. 

In 1929, Miss Moore and her 
mother took an apartment on 
“The Hill” in Brooklyn. Now 
alone since her’ mother’s death, 
she still lives in the same build- 
ing into which she moved 23 
years ago. 

For many years Miss Moore has 
written book reviews for the Na- 
tion, the New York Times, the 
New York Herald Tribune, and* 
the Brooklyn Eagle. And she has 
done considerable writing for 
Poetry magazine and The Cri- 
terion, a literary magazine pub- 
lished in England and edited by 
T. S. Eliot. Her services as a 
manuscript reader are in demand 
by New York publishers and, in 
addition to reading manuscripts 
and writing poetry and book re- 
views, she has since 1945 been 
working on a translation of the 
“Fables of La Fontaine” for a 
Manhattan publishing house. 

Miss Moore has been winning 
honors and awards almost since 
her first volume, “Poems,” ap- 
peared in 1921. Beginning with 
the Dial Award, she added the 
Helen Haire Levinson Prize in 
1933; the Shelley Memorial Award 
in 1940; the Harriet Monroe Poe- 
try Award in 1944; the Contempo- 
rary Poetry Patrons Prize of Balti- 
more, also in 1944; the J. Simon 
Guggenheim Memorial Founda- 
tion Fellowship in 1945; the Amer- 
ican Academy of Arts and Letters 
Grant in 1946; the Bollingen Prize 
in Poetry of the Yale University 
Library and the National Book 
Award For Verse, both in January 
of this year. The Bollingen Prize 
and the National Book Award were 
given for her “Collected Poems,” 
the same volume chosen for the 
Pulitzer Prize. In addition to 
being a member of the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters, Miss 
Moore holds a number of hon- 
orary degrees for her poetry. 

Recently in a review of a volume 
of her poems, Newsweek maga- 
zine commented: “Only now be- 
ginning to be known outside high- 
brow circles; Miss Moore has been 
the victim of a double error in 
poetic public relations, the first

Cotton is found in more garments than is generally supposed. Many “wool” 
garments contain varying percentages of cotton mixture, 


And then corduroys, piques, 
moires, and gabardines, as well as 
many other types of materials are 
either all or part cotton, 

Cleaning wise, the main point to 
be stressed about cotton garments is 
that, while they do lend themselves 
to dry cleaning, they must at some 
time during the life of the garment 
be wet washed. Naturally, if the 
confbination fabric is one which is 
liable to shrinkage or some other 
harmful effect as a result of immer- 
sion in water, the necessary precau- 
tions must be observed, 


Again, many cotton garments, 
wet washable or dry cleanable alike, 
are dyed. This oceur$ both as prints 
and as solid colors, and care must

Although living 
conditions have changed so that you no longer need to fight 
or flee (or even can), your body hasn't. 

Thus, when you become angry, your heart speeds up.

The blood vessels in your brain 
become bigger. You know this if you remember how your 
hands sweat during fear, as before making a speech.

BRIEF FLASHES of normal emotion don’t cause any dis- 
ease. The symptom-producing emotions are the chronic ones 
such as jealousy, envy, resentment, continual melancholy, and 
ch“onic feeling of insecurity. These chronic emotions continu- 
a’sy bombard various organs with nervous impulses designed 
for emergency use only. As a result, the organs don’t function 
gormally and you feel various symptoms, 

With chronic emotional states, some people will have mi- 
graine. Others will simply have common headaches due to 
the alternate contraction and expansion of arteries in the 
brain. Still other people will show skin changes. Some people 
have intestinal or stomach symptoms purely from these 
chronic emotions. 

Most obese people took on their extra weight from over- 
eating as a solace for chronic emotional upset. Feeling con- 
tinually frustrated or anxious or dissatisfied with life or need- 
ing love they didn’t get, they aie as a substitute satisfaction. 

Often symptoms resulting from emotions can continue for 
a jong period of time before any real damage is done to the 
organs. This varies from person/to person. 

No one can offer any real, pat answer for solving all the 
emotional difficulties. It would be presumptuous to try. How- 
ever, simply talking out your difficulties with one sympathetic 
person often helps a lof. >

The warden believed that 
if he were ever to allow this 
ex-district attorney to live as 
one of them in the ordinary 
prison routine, his life would 
not be worth a cent. Some 
morning at breakfast he would 
collapse across his oatmeal 
with a knife in his back. No 
newcomer to San Quentin was 
ever more detested than this 
implacable and now dethroned 
prosecutor. 

For the first little while, all 
prisoners are kept in isolation; 
a kind-of novitiate for observa- 
tion and preparation. But week 
after week, this man’s separ- 
ation was prolonged. The war- 
den was keeping him in “soli- 
tary” to protect his life. 

“Why are you treating me 
like this?” the. ex-district at- 
torney asked. 

The warden told him why, 
and read him a little lecture. 

“You are paying the price 
for the way you have lived your 


ceived a note from his problem 
prisoner. He had an _ idea. 
Could he have another inter- 
view? 

“It’s like this,” he told the 
warden, “Every man in this 
place wants out. Some want 
pardons. Others want commu- 
tations. Most of them want pa- 
role, To get these favors, 
they’ve hired lawyers working 
for them on the outside. Their 
wives or families are making 
heavy sacrifices to pay the legal 
fees. And many of the lawyers 
are doing exactly nothing for 
these clients.” 

“And so what’? 

“So give me a chance to ad- 
vise them. I know the person- 
alities they have to deal with. 
In many instances I already 
know the facts in their cases. 
My advice is worth 10 times 
what they are getting now. And 
it will be free.” 

The next day the word was 
passed around. Men who would 
have killed the former district 
attorney came to him for help. 
And many of them he did help, 
obtaining a second chance for 
those who deserved it. 

The man whose life had not 
been worth a penny became the 
most. beloved prisoner in San 
Quentin. In doing something 
for others, he had done himself 
the greatest favor, not only be- 
cause he escaped assassination 
and made friends, but most of 
all because of the rich joy that | 
comes to any man who helps a 
brother in distress.

In general, however, the whites 
and Indians bartered their goods. 
Fur traders wandered far and 
wide over the continent, giving

tain whites made the mistake of 
trading guns for furs. Later in 
Indian wars, the natives turned 


‘| the guns against the settlers.
